Icalmeof England, oꝛ any other place bnder the Kings obeylante: But that the lame merchan. 
diʒe ſhould be tuſtomed at the ſame TZowvue of Berg iche, except to the Citte of Calle, and the Poꝛts 
oꝛ Creekes pertaining to the Weſt QJarches : And that no merchandize chould bee ſhipped in any 
Creeke, oꝛ other place betwirt Tinwouch and the ſaid Towne of Bervicke ; but onely in the Pozt o: 
Hauen of the ſaid Towne of Ber» icke: And that if auy perſon oꝛ perſons ſhould offend oz do with 
any maner merchandize afoꝛeſaid, contrary to any of the laid oꝛdinantes the ſame perſon oꝛ per- 
ſons ſhould fozfeit all the ſaid merchandtze, and that it ſhould be lawkull to any of the Kings liege 
Subiects to ſeiʒze all ſuch merchandtze ſo foꝛfeited, oꝛ elle to purſue in his owne name an Action of 
debt againſt the lame perſon oꝛ perſons which fo ſhould foꝛfeit, conteining the ſumme of the va- 
luc of the ſaid goods, and the King to haue aſwell the one halte of all ſuch merchandize foꝛfeited 
and ſeized, as the one halfe of all ſuch ſummes of money, which (ould be recouered by the Action 
in the foꝛme afozeſaid, to bee purſued foꝛ the value of any ſuch goods ſo foꝛfeit, and the perſon oꝛ 
perſons which ſhould ſcize, and purſue in the foꝛme afoꝛeſaid to haue the other halfe of the ſame, 
as by the ſame Acte of Parliament (amongſt other things) moꝛe at large appeareth, 

And whereas we were giuen to vnderſtand inthe firſt peere of our Keigne of our Realme of 
England, that ſince our entrie into this Kingdome, many of our ſubicctsof our Realme of Scot- 
land, and ſome alſo of England did not oblerue the ſame Acte of Parliament, but to the intent to 
defraud vs of our ſaid Cuſtomes, did goe with their goods and merchandizcs ouer the Felles, 
and other by paſſages, whereby great damage was then done to vs: 

And whereas Wee, foꝛ that cauſe at that time did by our Pꝛoclamation ſtraitly charge and 
tommand all Our Subiects, aſwell of the one Nealme as ot the other, that none of them ſhould 
pꝛeſume after that time to paſſe any goods from each Realme to other, but either ſhipped at ſome 
knowen Poꝛt, oꝛ elſe thꝛough Our laid cite of Calle, oꝛ Towne of Berwi-ke, as by the ſame Pzocla- 
mation map allo appeare. 
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And whereas We haue beene pleaſed ot long time to foꝛbeare to take any Cuſtomes, o2 other 
Duties, of any of Pur Subiccts of Scotland, foꝛ any goods paſſing betwirt Our ſaid King⸗ 
domes, vntill now of late: During which time, Our Subtects did obſerne alv ell the ſaid Acte of 
Parliament, as the ſaid Pꝛoclamation: And koꝛaſmuch, as We are now againe infozmed,that 
Our ſaid Subiects, ſince We haue ginen oꝛder to Our Officers to reteaue Our Cuſtomes, foꝛ 
goods ſo caried betweene both Our laid Kingdomes, doe now againe goe with their goods and 
merchandtze ouer the ſaid fels, and other by-paſſages, and ſhip the lame at ſecret, obſture, and 
vnkno wen places, alwell to the great damage and loſſe vnto Us , in Our Cuſtomes and Subli⸗ 
dies, as vnto Pur Sublects, both of this Our Realme of England, and allo of Our Kealme of 
Scotland, both by car ping of goods pꝛohibited to be taried out of this Our Realine into Our 
laid Nealme of Scotland, and from thence into the fozretne parts: and allo by bunging of 
goods pꝛohibited to be caricd out of Our ſaid Realme of Scotland, into this Our Reaime of 
England, and from hence carying the laine into other fo2reine parts. 

We minding to take away all ſuch excuſes as may be made im that behalſe, doe therefoꝛe by 
theſe pꝛeſeuts make it knowen to all Our louing Subiects, that We doe intend to haue the lame 
Acte of Parliament, and all others of like effect put in ſtrait execution in all things aboue menti⸗ 
oned, foꝛ and concerning land carriages, and ſuch goods as ſhall be ſhipped at ſuch ſecret,obſcure, 
and vnknowen places, and to haue the ſame very carefully obſerued, perfozmed , fulfilled, and 
kept, to the onely end, that We, oꝛ Our Fermours may be truely anlwered of Our due cuſtomes, 
Subſidies, and other duties duc fo? ſuch goods. 

And foꝛ that purpoſe, Me doc heereby authoꝛize, and ſtraitly charge, will and require, alwell 
Our Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, #other Our Officers, in Our Poꝛts and Cuſtome 
houſes; As allo all Our Licuctennants, Deputic Licuetenants, Maiozs, Sheriffes, Bapliffes. 
Conſtables, and other Our Officers, Miniſters, and Subiects whatſoeuer, whom it ſhall con- 
terne, not onely to ſee to the due execution ofthe ſame Acte of Parliament themſclues, to their beſt 
knowledge and ſkill; but alſo to be aiding and aſſiſting to all others, that ſhall endeauour to ſee 
the lame put in execution, as is fit; as they will anſwere the contrary at their vttermoſt perills,
